During the last few nights the en- 
emy has dropped a good many bombs 


on our forward areas, but last night | 


his machines were not nearly so ac- 
tive, except in the nefghborhood of 
Dunkirk. 

As soon as it was dark our airplanes 
vigorously attacked seven enemy air- 
dromes.

‘lan. Such a purchase does not indicate that 
the purchaser is doing less than could be ex- 
pected of him. He is not doing less than the man 
who withdraws savings already accumulated and 
rith them purchases a bond. He may be doing a 
great deal more. ae 
It i» a wise policy which encourages the purchase 
of bonds out of future savings. The citizen who 


decides to readjust his affairs and reform his habits 


so as to make additional saving possible, and with 
the money thus previded for buys a bond on the 
installment plan, is doing precisely what the nation 
can rightfully expect of its people in war time. 

By so doing the citizen commits himself to a war 
program. He undertakes the carrying out of a 
frugal, thrifty scheme of life. He dispenses with 
something which he finds dispensable. This is 
frying the fat out of national life and turning it 
irito sinews. A lean, hard nation will be the prod- 
uct of an adopted policy of frugality. i 

A war thus financed will be financed by the 
active efforts of its citizens. A man is not required 
to have money in hand to be able to buy a bond. 
All he needs is an earning ability and a will to 


save. He is not obliged to rely upon what he has 


done in the past. He can rely upon what he can 
do in the future. 

A bond bought on the installment plan, arrange- 
ments for which can be made with the banks, is a 
guaranty of war purpose and war thrift. ; 

The government payment plan requires the pay- 
ment of 2 per cent on application, 18- per cent on 
Nov, 16, 1917, 40 per cent on December 15, 1017, 
and 40 per cent on Jan. 15, 1918. 

The bank partial payment permite a citizen to 
buy a $50 bond at the rate of $2 a week and a 
$100 bond at the rate of $4 a week. Three per cent 
interest is allowed until the bond is fully paid; after 
that 4 per cént is received. 

The man who thinks he cannot pay $2 a week 
until he has purchased a $50 bond might better 
go over his budget again.

KULTUR AGAIN PROBED. 
{From the Springfeld, Mass., Republican.) 

After other revelations of German diplomatic meth- 
ods, probably no great stir will be made hy the dis- 
closure of the atrocious plot at Bucharest, which in- 
cluded the dissemination of anthrax germs. The 
plot was foiled by a timely gearch, and it may be 
said that one foiled plot more or less does not greatly 
matter. Nor will the discovery of explosives in the 
German embassy at Bucharest cause such anger as 
the detection of German officials smuggling bombs 
into Norway to blow up Norwegian shipping. 

But while the plot exposed in the report made to 
the state department by the secretary of the legation 
at Bucharest does not give a climax to the series, 
it is all of a piece with the rest, and gives cumula- 
tive force. This country ig especially concerned be- 
cause its good offices were as shamefully abused in 
Roumania as those of Sweden in Argentina, There 
is said to be direct testimony that the explosives and 
the poisen were brought to the legation after the 
protection of German interests had been taken over by 
the United States. If it were not for the bad record 
of German diplomats elsewhere it would be difficult 
te believe that there was official knowledge of the 
plot; after the disclosures in Washington, Chris 
tiania, in Buenos Aires, and in other capitals tly 
worst .interpretation will inevitably be everywhen 
assumed to be the true one. 

This is one more painful lesson that Germany, 
while under its present sinister government, cannot 
be trusted, either by foe or: by friend. The nation 
that does it a favor is in danger of being secretly 
used for dirty work, and the lives of neutrals are 
plotted against with as cold blooded a malignity as 
though they were Germany's worst enemies. This

Some mosquitoes infested with malaria 
will live through the winter and infect 
people in the spring. However, that is 
not the rule. The rule is that the stock 
malaria is carried over the winter in 
the bodies of persons incompletely cured 
of the disease, and that when the mos- 
quitoes emerge from the houses, privies, 
stables, and stumps next spring, hungry 
from their four months’ fast, they will 
bite these persons and thus become tin- 
fected,

Doubt is expressed as to whether 
Prince Frederick Leopold will win out. 
But the sult has created a ccnsiderable 
sensation throughout the German em- 
pire by reason of the fact that it 1s the 
first time in the history of the Hohen- 
zollerns that any one of its princes has 
invoked the intervention of the courts 
against the head of the house, that is 
to say, the sovereign, and has questioned 
the prerogatives which he claims of gov- 
erning the members 6f the dynasty with 
a rod of iron. 
Prince Frederick Leopold, who, owing 
to an affection of the heart and to his 
general delicacy of health, has been un- 
able to take service at the front with 
his regiment, the First Prussion foot 
guards, waa, living until the early au- 
tumn at Munich, completing his studies 
at the university there, and at the same 
time devoting a good deal of attention 
to art. 
Gossip, which, it is now claimed, was 
of a meadacious character, led the kaiser 
to believe that the prince was unduly 
extravagant and spending too much 
raoney, and so, without consulting the 
young fellow’s parents, he, in his im- 
pulsive way, gave peremptory orders 
that Frederick Leopold shoulc. be placed 
under “ curate)”; that is to say, de- 
prived of the right of paying out any 
money, of contracting any obligations, 
and of having any control whatsoever of 
his own resources.

The prince's father and namesake when 
he heard of it was furious. Only brother 
of the late Duchess of Connaught and 
son of that Prince Frederick Charles of 
Prussia to whom Bazaine surrendered 
Metz in the war of 1870, he is enormously 
rich and, married to a younger sister of 
the emperor, has always resented the 
attempted interference of the kaiser in 
his domestic affairs. He holds the rank 
of inspector general of cavalry in the 
German army, is rather good looking, 
and enjoys a certain amount of popu- 
larity among the old aristocracy and in 
Berlin society. He denies that his 
youngest son hat been in any way ex- 
travagant, insists that he is free to allow 
out of his own fortune whatever sum of 
money he thinks fit to accord to his boy, 
and cannot see that it is any concern of 
the emperor. 
His consort, with whom he ts ordinar- 
ily not on particularly good terms, is in 
this case quite united with him in the 
matter.

Carlile Points Way to 
Lighten Postal Bur- 
dens Christmas.

Don’t forget that postage will be 3 
cents on letters beginning Nov. 2. 

Mail your Christmas parcels early. 

Get all letters to the postoffice as 
early in the day as possible. 

The foregoing suggestions were made 
yesterday by William B. Carlile, post- 
master, who said the service could be 
greatly improved if they are carried 
out. 

“TI hope the people of Chicago will 
bear in mind that the postoffice is 
their institution, and that they have 
it in their:-power to greatly improve 
the service,” said Mr. Carlile. “ They 
can do this in several'ways. Unless 
every one remembers that postage 
‘Will be 3 cents on all outgoing letters 
Nov, 2, there will be a lot of extra 
work and many delays because of let- 
ters that will have to be returned. 
Postage on letters that bear a city 
| address . will remain at -2 cents. 

Early Mailing Means Saving. | 

“If Christmas parcels are mailed 
early it will mean a: big saving of 
/man: power at the postoffice, for then 
‘thea work can be spread out, instead of 
being handled alliat once. ‘Don't Open 
Until Christmas’ stickers ought to be 
used by all. - 

“Fifteen division superintendents of 
the railway mail servite are here today 
conferring over plans to handle the 
holiday mail and improvements in the 
service, - 

“The big rush of mail comes from 
4 o'clock to 7 every afternoon. Some 
gains have been made, but it would 
be a big relief if business houses would 
mail létters hourly. They would then 
eatch earlier frains and there would 
be quicker service. 

Experts Ready to Advise. 

“ We have appointed a committee of 
five experts, Whose services are at the 
disposal of any firm or corporation in 
need of advice on efficiency methods in 
handling mail.” , 

An average of 3,766,000 pieces of first 
class mezil was handled daily at the 
postoffice during September, according 
to Frank H. Galbraith, superintendent 
of the railway mail service. 

Postoffice officials say there are thir- 
ty-three concerns in ‘Chicago that are 
known as heavy mail-concerns. Sev- 
eral of these send their mail to the 
postoffice every hour, instead of drop- 
ping it into letter boxes. If all would 
do this, Postmaster Carlile said, it 
would add greatly to the efficiency of 
the department.
